NOTICE OF ALLOWANCE 

The rejection of claims 1-3, 7-11, 14 and 15 under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, 1 st paragraph has been 
withdrawn in light of Applicants' amendment filed April 23, 2010. The 35 U.S. C.§ 103(a) 
rejection of claims 1-3, 7-8 and 9 as being unpatentable over Gin et al. (US 2004/0247669) in 
view of Bunczek et al. (US 6,013,287) is withdrawn given that Gin et al. is not prior art under 35 
U.S.C.§ 102(a), (b) or (e). 

The rejection of Claim 23 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1 st Paragraph has been withdrawn in light 
of Applicants' amendment filed April 7, 2010. 

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Rejection of claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Li (WO 
00/19837)- 

Li does not disclose a chewing gum base that contains no other lactic acid polymer other 
than a poly-L-lactic acid polymer having a glass transition temperature of 55° to 80° C. In fact, 
Li teaches away from making a chewing gum with a lactic acid polymer comprising pure poly-L- 
lactic acid because poly-L-lactic acid has a high glass transition temperature (Tg) making it rigid 
at room temperature and not suitable as a chewing gum masticatory ingredient. 

Rejection of claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gin et al. (US 
2004/0247669) in view of Bunczek et al (US 6,013,287)- 

Gin et al. is not prior art under 35 U.S.C. §102(a), (b) or (e). With regards to 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) and (b), given Gin published December 9, 2004 and the present application is the 
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national phase of PCT Application No. PCT/IB03/03889, filed July 22, 2003, Applicants' filing 
date is before the publication of Gin et al. and therefore, Gin et al. is not prior art under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) or (b). 

Regarding 35 U.S.C. §102 (e), given Gin et al. claims priority to U.S. Application No. 
10/538,602 filed February 4, 2003, since the present application claims priority to Japanese 
Patent Application No 2002-215615 filed July 24, 2002, Gin et al. is not prior art. A certified 
copy of Japanese Patent Application No. 2002-215615 was filed with the present application on 
March 28, 2005 and a verified translation into English was filed April 23, 2010. Therefore, since 
the earliest priority date of Gin et al. is after Applicants' priority date, Gin et all cannot serve as 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e).
